ABYSSINIAN SITUATION 


IS ANALYZED BY BRITON 


Continued From First Page. 


For practical pur- 
posés, we may say that the Abyssin- 
ian people are the inhabitants of the 
Abyssinian plateau, ‘the northern end 
of which is included in the Italian 
colony of Eritrea. ‘ Abyssinia is di- 
vided into a number of sub-kingdoms 
and provinces owing a certain alle- 
giance to the Negus Negusti, but the 
Abyssinians say they will not ac- 
knowledge any Negus Negusti who 
has not won his position in battle. 
Menelek, to an exceptional degree, ful- 
filled with qualification, and he es- 
tablished a degree of unity not previ- 
ously reached. 

It was not until the early eighties 
of the last century that a threat to 
Abyssinian independence developed. 
Under the partition of Africa among 
the European powers which then was 
agreed upon, Abyssinia fell within the 
sphere of influence allotted to Italy, 
while France and Britain acquired 
certain coastal areas from which 
Egrpt withdrew. 

Abyssinia Grows Vain. 

At about the same time, the mah- 
di’s conquest of the Sudan constituted 
a more immediate danger. It led to 
the death of King John, of Abyssinia, 
in battle and facilitated the occu- 
pation of Eritrea by Italy and her 
establishment on the plateau. When, 
however, Italy sought to extend her 
area of occupation southward and 
assert her claim to suzerainty over 
the foreign relations of Abyssinia, re- 
sistance developed, not a little assist- 
ed by supplies of arms obtained from 
France, who was far from friendly 


to Italy at the time and dreamed of | 


establishing a French zone connecting 
west Africa with her Djibuti colony 
on the Gulf of Aden. 

As a result, we know Italy experi- 
enced a crushing disaster at Adowa, 
a disaster which was followed by cer- 
tain successes as reinforcements ar- 
rived, but which could not be -alto- 
gether retriered because popular opin- 
ion in Italy became virtually opposed 
to the sacrifice of her conscript sol- 
diers in a colonial war. Italy with- 
drew to the agreed frontier and Abys- 
sinia was left with a somewhat ex- 
aggerated opinion of her own strength 
and with a marked xenophobia. | 

Adowa, however, is an unreliable 
basis on which to form conclusions. 
It resulted from tactical ~blunders 
which dispersed a small Italian army 
and exposed it to defeat in detail by 
greatly superior numbers. Even more 
was it due to jealousy of the Italian

We are still in some doubt as to 
what Italy’s military objectives would 
be if: Abyssinia stubbornly resisted 
her demands.

cially in the case of her Somali col- 
ony, would not be difficult. It might 
even be possible for her to annex the 
Harrar province and extend -her Eri- 
trean colony in the course of one dry 
season. If, ~-however, she attempted 
operations with Addis Ababa as an 
objective, to be followed by establish- 
ment of complete control over the 
country, that would be an undertak- 
ing of the first magnitude, extending 
over an indefinite period and ruin- 
ously expensive. 

Italy would seem to be faced with 
a dilemma. If she were content with | 
limited acquisition of territory, she | 
would obtain little of value and would 
find it more difficult than ever to ob- | 
tain commercial concessions of any | 
value, for the Abyssinian is a master | 
in devising obstacles which would | 
make concessions valueless. Can Italy, | 
however, possibly afford a major un- 
dertaking, and would the Italian peo- 
ple stand the prolonged strain? 

Powers Involved. 

How are the interests of other Euro- 
pean powers involved? If Italy ac- 
quired a dominating position in Abys- 
sinia, that of France would not be 
much affected. It might, in fact, im- 
prove the commercial value of Djibu- 
tis port and railway, as being the 
easiest means of trade access. And 
France has abandoned her far-reaching | 
ambitions which led to construction 
of the railway. Nor do I think Brit- 
ish and Egyptian interests would suf- 
fer.

Types of Forces. 

Normally the fighting forces of 
Abyssinia are of three categories. 
First, a force of a few thousand, arm- 
ed and trained on European lines, 
which forms the emperor's bodrguard 
and insures internal security. Second, 
the emperor’s army of men trained 
on native principles, perhaps some 
50.000. generally distributed to out- 
lring districts. Third, somewhat sim- 
ilar forces, maintained in varying num- 
bers by provincial subkings or gov- 
ernors. The whole is strongly remi- 
niscent of the feudal system, and, of 


the modern weapons’ possessed by 
Abyssinia. some are wasted by being 
distributed as the perquisites of feudal 
chiefs instead of to well trained tac- 
tical units. 

The great assets of the Abyssinian 
chamacter are high courage and physi- 
cal activity. He can cover ground at 
great speed, taking advantage of nat- 
ural cover. firing as he moves, but 
always seeking to close with his ene- 
my and use his sword. He is no 

arksman, but, working 
ceeks to envelop his opponent and 
push an attack. Such tactics might 
prove formidable against exposed de- 
tachments in guerrilla warfare, but, 
employed in a decisive battle (the 
Abrssinians’ ambition), could hardly 
prove successful against well handled :

‘Weaker Sex’ Does Not Lack 
Ability But Is Not Politi- 
cally Minded. 


SEATTLE, July 13.—()—Women 
will leave the presidency of the 
men, Mrs. Celine 
MacDonald Bowman, president of the 
National Federation of Business and 
Professional Women’s Clubs, said here 
today on the eve of. her organization's 
annual conyention. 

The dark-haired Richmond (Va.) 
advertising executive, mother of 11- 
year-old twins, also said in an inter- 
View that the United States could be 
“swept into a dictatorship overnight.” 

She added, however, that the pres- 
ent administration was “not dictato- 
rial but merely drastic in an emer- 
gency. 

The presidency will remain exclu- 
sively a man’s job, she continued, not 
because women lack the necessary 


ability but because they refuse to. 


“play the game.” 

There are women who have plenty 
of executive ability and training for 
the job, she said. 

“When women are interested in leg- 
islation or advancement, however, 
they think only in terms of what that 
legislation will accomplish for the 
good of the people, and not whether it 
will gain the piepert of the American 
Legion, a manufacturers’ association 
or some other organization,’ she re- 
marked. 

“Women cannot think in terms of 
personal aggrandizement or power as 
do politicians as a rule.” 

The federation president said all 
women should have business or pro- 
fessional experience before entering 
the home, because the _ discipline, 
training and co-operation in such lives 
inakes them more capable of meeting 
the ever-changing situations of wife- 
hood and motherhood. 

The federation convention will open 
tomorrow. Among the prominent 
speakers on its program are Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace and Dr. 
Carl Ackerman, dean of the school 
of journalism, Columbia University, 
New York.

U.S. Soil Erosion Servles Fights 


To Save Georgia Farms From Ruin 


Battle to Death Being Waged Between Man and Nature 
With Precious Topsoil as Spoils 


for Ultimate Victor.

A gigantic battle, in which man 
is pitted against remorseless nature, 
is being waged and the sovereign state 
of Georgia is the battleground. If 
man is victorious, thousands of acres | 
of farm land will be restored to fer- 
tility. One hesitates to think what 
the result will be if nature wins. 

In one “army” are marshalled the 
United States Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice, 2,000 brawny young men in soil 
erosion camps and the Georgia farm- 
ers themselves. In the other camp is 
that dread combination, wind and rain, 
which has so far rendered 2,500,000 
acres of once fertile Georgia farm land 
unfit for agriculture. Out of a total 
of 37,568,324 acres of Georgia farm 
land, 22,128,253 acres have been af- 
fected by sheet erosion and 15,905,598 
acres have lost from one-fourth to 
three-fourths of the top soil. Gullying 
has already affected 20,132,288 acres 
and land actually destroyed by gullies 
numbers 231,961 acres. 
€ Begun by Dripping Eaves. 

The terrifying effects of soil ero- 
sion are best revealed in Stewart coun- 
ty. In 1855 a new barn was erected 
on the Patterson farm, near Lumpkin.

His 
broad knowledge of soil erosion and 
its control makes the work much easier 
for him than it would for someone else 
who has not studied the problem. 
From an official announcement, the 
aims of the soil erosion service are 
to show what can be done to help the 
farmer preserve the fertility of the 
soil, rearrange his fields, make more 
money, do less work and pass the farm 
on to the future generations in such 
shape that it will be an assert rather 
than a liability. Quoting Mr. Bennett: 
“They (soil erosion projects) were 
established for the purpose of demon- 
strating the practical possibilities of 
curbing erosion and its allied evils of 
increased floods and costly silting of 
stream channels and reservoirs.” 

Measures being used effectively in 
the control of erosion in Georgia and 
elsewhere prima ily involves the re- 
duction of soil transporting effects of 
meteoric waters by those practical 
methods of land treatment which mini- 
mize the rate of off-flowage, thereby 
causing a larger proportion of the 
rains to sink into the ground at or 
near where they fall. These meas- 
ureS are, principally: (1) Various 
adaptations of thick-growing vegeta-

IMULESCU FIGHTS 
HAPSBURG RETURN 


Enthronement Would 
Mean Mobilization of 
Entente, Rumanian Says 


BUCHAREST, July 13.—(4)—The 
Hapsburg family was warned today 
by a powerful combination of Aus- 
tria’s neighbors to stay away from 
the non-existent throne of Austria. 

Nicholas Titulescu, foreign mihister 
of Rumania, announced that if the 
Hapsburg dynasty, which once ruled 
parts of Rumania, Yugoslavia and 
Czechoslovakia, were restored, those 
three nations, now composing the 
Little Entente, would be forced to 
mobilize their armies. 

The hand of Czechoslovakia was 
not apparent in the announcement, 
but it was considered to carry the 
full weight not only of Rumania but 
of Yugoslavia, for it was made after 
Titulescu had conferred 
Paul, regent of Yugoslavia. 

Said Titulescu: “The Little En- 
tente policies with respect to a Haps- 
burg restoration have been settled on 
a positive basis, and mobilization 
would follow as a matter of course if 
the dynasty is re-established in Vi- 
enna.”

German Music Chamber 


BERLIN, July 13.—(/)—Rich- 
ard Strauss, distinguished compos- 
er, resigned today as president of 
the third reich’s music chamber 
because of ‘advanced age,” but it 
was an open secret that his with- 
drawal was a,result of politics. 

When Strauss’ iatest opera, 
“The Silent Woman,” was pre- 
sented at Dresden three weeks ago, 
nazi leaders were significantly ab- 
sent.

Military air fleets held a dress re- 
hearsal of 450 planes at Le Bourget 
field at noon as a preparation for the 
massed maneuvers of 600 aircraft to- 
morrow over long columns of tanks, 
artillery, and all branches of the army 
and navy. The display will be re- 
viewed by President Albert Lebrun. 

The fear of demonstrations over- 
shadows the expectations for the re- 
view and the usual dancing in the 
street.

VIENNA, July 13.—(4)—The grow- 
ing power of Prince Ernst von Star- 
hemberg, chief of the heimwehr, Aus- 
tria’s fascist “private army,” neared 
its crest tonight as the Austrian cabi- 
net tentatively decided to place him 
in the post of chancellor. 

The decision followed by a few hours 
an automobile accident near Linz in 
which Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg 
was seriously injured, his wife, Frau 
von Schuschnigg, 34, was killed, and 
their son, Kurt Jr., 9 years old, was 
severely hurt. 


Just how seriously the chancellor. 
may be hurt was not immediately de- 
termined by the physicians who work- 
ed on him in the Linz hospital. He 
was so shaken and his nervous shock 
was so severe that they advised him 
to give up the responsibilities of office 
for a while. 

The cabinet met immediately and 
concurred in the medical opinion, and 
if Was regarded as likely that the min- 
isters would suggest to the head of the 


/government that he take an extended 


vacation. Prince von Starhemberg, 
vice chancellor, would take his place. 

The chancellor's heavy car swerved 
from the road ‘near his summer home 
at Elbesberg and crashed head-on into 
a tree. A preliminary inquiry indi- 
cated that the Schuschnigg chauffeur 
was overcome by the heat and lost con- 
trol of the car. 

Experts who conducted an exam- 
ination of the death machine said 
they were convinced the steering gear 
was defective, but added they were 
unable to determine what had caused 
the condition. 

It was learned tonight that the 
chancellor was unable to recollect the 
accident. He and his son were thrown 
clear of the car. A nursemaid and de- 
tective escaped with only slight in- 
juries. 7 

Prince von Starhemberg notified 
the cabinet that he would return to- 
night by plane from Italy, where he 
has been on vacation. Because of his 
noble blood and his vast military fol- 
lowing von Starhemberg has been rec- 
ognized for the last two years as one 
of the most powerful men in Austrian 
politics. 

Frau von Schuschnigg was beloved 
by the people for her numerous char- 
itable and social services. She was the

On the basis of her story to prose- 
cutors that she paid Mrs. Evelyn 
Smith, 35-year-old former burlesque 
dancer, $100 on a $500 pledge for the 
slaying, secret raids were made on 
Chinatown in an attempt to appre- 
hend the one time show girl and her 
Chinese laundryman lover, Harry 
Jung. They were also sought in other 
cities. 

“Tt’s like looking for a needle in a 
haystack,” said Detective Chief John 
L. Sullivan, “with Jung’s connections 
they have a thousand possible hiding 
places in Chinatowns all over the 
United States.” 

Sullivan expressed doubt the couple 
had gone to New York as previously 
reported. The police there were ask- 
ed to look for them. 

But new traces of the pair were 
found here. In a rooming house on 
Ontario street where the couple al- 
legedly stopped for 24 hours after the 
slaying, police discovered a shopping 
bag they said the Smith woman own- 
ed. In it were five bloodstained 
towels.

“There should be no difference in 
the pay to elementary rural teachers 
and elementary city teachers. The 
same is true of high schools. The 
only possible excuse for a differential 
would be the cost to live. Our teach- 
ers are sadivy underpaid.” 

The educitor said he did not want 
to see Georgia schools emerge from 
the 1935-36 session with “enormous 
back salaries’ owed to teachers, or & 
repetition of existing conditions. 

He produced a consolidated report 
from the state’s 159 school superin- 
tendents showing $825,000 in unpaid 
salaries at the close of the last term. 
To retire this debt, schools had only 
$125,000, he said. 

The Department of Education has 
appealed for federal aid to meet the 


problem. 
“Pay As You Go.” 3 

Eighty-five per cent of the dis- 
tricts are operating on the “pay as 
you go” plan, Collins said, and the 
others “are getting religion.” 

He estimated the taxpayers of 
Georgia are now spending $16,000,000 
annually to pul. their children through 
grammar and high school grades. 

Of this, about $6,000,000 is derived 
from a state levy of one cent per gal- 
lon on gasoline and kerosene, and the 
school department's share of the 
state’s four-mill ad valorem (proper- 
ty) tax. The remaining $10,000,000 
comes from ad valorem taxes levied 
by county boards of education and in- 
dividual school districts. 

Collins said he did not want local 
officials deprived of all authority un- 
der the state-unit system. They would 
have charge of teacher hire, buildings 
and supplemental salaries. 

“But the local school tax on prop- 
erty would ultimately fade away,” he 
added.

Nearly $2,000,000 has been allotted 
to the eighth region, of which $320,- 
000 will be available for the two 
Georgia forests. This will give employ- 
ment to 375 for a period of one year. 

Ninety per cent of the workers will 
be taken from the rolls of the FERA 
and will be residents of the counties 
in which the forests are located, Mr. 
Kircher said. The remaining 10 per

Wage schedules will range from $19 
to $75 per month, and the men will 
be employed in building fire breaks 
and kindred forest projects.

Three Per Cent on 
20-Year Basis. 


Funds with which to build power 


and light lines in Georgia farm com- 


muhities will be lent by the Rural 
Electrification Administration on a 
20-year basis, it was announced yes- 
terday by Erle Cocke, state director 
of the National Emergency Council. 

Groups of farmers will be enabled 
to form non-profit companies to bor- 
row funds for the construction of pow- 
er lines. The loans will be made out 
of the $100,000,000 earmarked for ru- 
ral electrification out of the $4,880,- 
000,000 work relief fund and will be 
repaid over a 20-year period at 3 per 
cent interest. In such loans the power 
line itself will provide the security for 
the loan, 

Private companies also will be al- 
lowed to borrow from the fund for the 
purpose of extending power lines ints 
farm communities, and these loans 


will be secured through the géneral 
credit of the borrower, Mr. Cocke 
explained. ; 

_ “All details of the rural electrifica- 
tion program have not been worked - 
out as yet but will be announced in 
Washington in the near future,” Mr. 
Cocke said. “The amount to be spert 
in Georgia, it is understood, will he 
governed by the number of applicants 
who qualify for loans.” ; 

The REA will not make any’ grants 
for the erection of power lines, all 
funds being given out on a loan basis. 

Rural electrification is expected to 

e one of major‘importance in Geor- 
gia, inasmuch fs there are wide agri- 
cultural areas which are now without 
power lines.

WINS 9 IN ROW 
10 TAKE LEAD 


Winner Settles Down and 
Plays Par After Coming 
From Behind.

COOSA COUNTRY CLUB, Rome, 
Ga., July 13.—Bill Zimmerman, 19- 
year-old Augusta city title: holder, 
was erowned champion of Georgia 
amateur golfers here this afternoon. 
Zimmerman defeated Julius Hughes, 
former Atlanta open and amateur 
champion, 6-4, in the finals of thé 19th 
annual state amateur tourney. 

It was Augusta’s first bid for a 
state championship in more than a 
dozen years. It was Hughes’ second 
successive try at the title and the 
second straight time in which he has 
been beaten. 

The story of the Augustan’s vic- 
tory dates back to the beginning of 
golf. It was a battle with par and 
not the player. And when a golf- 
er consistently shoots par golf that 
fellow will be mighty tough to beat. 

Zimmerman, cool as the proverbial 
cucumber, and with nerves like steel, 
fought for his par and an occasional 
birdie, a game which gave him Geor- 
gia’s highest golf honor. The match 
was witnessed by a large and orderly 
gallery. 

TAKES EARLY LEAD. 

The V. M. I. junior gained a com- 
manding Jead in the morning round 
when he finished the 18 holes three 
strokes over par and was four up. 
Zimmerman climaxed the morning 
round with a 15-foot putt for a birdie 
two on the 18th green. The Augus- 
tan won five consecutive holes to take 
the lead. His string started on the 
11th hole. 

Starting the afternoon round with 
‘a decided advantage, Zimmerman 
seemed not to realize that he was bat- 
tling for a state crown. He continued 
to fight for those pars with deadly 
accuracy and paid no attention to his 
opponent.

If you collect stamps, I know one 
stamp I’m sure you have in your al- 
bum, If you don't collect stamps, I 
know one stamp you've seen many 
times even if you have never 
at it carefully. They are both the 
same stamp. This stamp is the United 
States two-cent stamp with the side 
view of George Washington's head 
on it. 

The picture on the two-cent stamp 
probably looks more like Washington 
than any other picture of him we 
have. The picture was made from a 
bust of Washington himself at Mount 
Vernon.

The thousand eyes of the night will 
be minus their brightest luminary 
Monday night, July 15, when a total 
eclipse of the moon will be visible. 

The word eclipse is derived from 
the Greek and means to “fail to ap- 
pear.” Actually, in an eclipse of 
either the sun or the moon, neither 
of them really fails to appear, but 
‘are there as usual, right on the dot 
‘of Mother Nature’s schedule. What 
_ actually happens in the case of a 
‘lunar eclipse is that the earth passes

to see, even without a telescope, just 
what happens when an eclipse of the 
moon occurs. Most of you will say,

The beginning of the eclipse has 
been calculated for 9:15 p. m., At- 


lanta daylight saving time, with the 
end coming at 2:43 a. m., but these 
hours cannot be definitely determined. 

The shadow if the earth is in the 
form of two cones, an inner cone, 
called the umbra, from which the 
sunlight is entirely excluded, and an 
outer inverted cone, called the penum- 
bra, from which the light is only 
partially shut off. 

As the moon hits the penumbra the 


eclipse will begin, and the moon will 


soon afterward a dark notch will ap- 


péar at the east edge and slowly over- 
spread the entire disk. At 11:09 the 
moon will be entirely within the in- 
ner shadow and the eclipse will be 
ealled total.

This is the greatest possible number 
that can ever come in one year, and it 
will be more than 50 years before 
another such number occurs.

Around the World by Mail 


Interesting Things [o Make 


To drop a letter into a corner post 
box or to open the door to take the 
morning mail from the postman seems 
a perfectly natural thing to do, but 
how it happens that it is so easy to 
send or to get a letter from the farth- 
‘est corner of the earth is a long story 
'full of adventure. 
| Through the centuries that they 
‘have lived on earth, men have used 
‘many methods for sending messages 
‘to each other. Fires blazing from hill- 
‘tops were one way; semaphores an- 
other. For many ages runners, and 
‘later post boys on horseback and post 
coaches were used. Until 100 years 
ago the only way a letter could travel 
was by horseback or stage coach. Then 

came steamboats and trains, and there 
were many more letters to be sent for 
people moved about all over the earth. 
| Mail Is Complicated. 
| The problem soon became complicat- 
/ed, for when a letter to reach its des- 
‘tination had to cross many countries, 
each government wanted, of course, to 
‘be paid for its services, and the post- 
‘age on every piece of mail had to, be 
divided up into various unequal 
‘amounts. If you were going to send 
a letter, for imstance, to Italy, you 
‘would have to Say on it by what route 
‘it was to go, and the amount it would 


eral of the United States suggested 
that representatives of the nations 
meet in Paris and see what could be 
dene. Men from 15 nations met, talk- 
ed the whole situation over, and 
agreed upon certain simplifications. In 
1874 Germany asked Switzerland to 
call a second conference. Twenty-two 
counties met at Berne and formed the 
Universal Postal Union. Many com- 
plicated questions had to be faced, but 
the public demanded that letters be 
sent back and forth in a reasonable 
time and at a reasonable rate. 


Postal Union Created. 
The Universal Postal Union as 


created at this time has been in op- 
eration ever since, with headquarters 
in Berne. Every five years a congress 


is held in which each nation has one 
ivote. The decision which this congress 
| makes have theoretically to be ratified 

by the governments concerned, but 
‘actually they are final. For the bene- 
‘fit of their ow® citizens, governments 
ihave in this special field found a way 
to work together, and so far as the 
postal service is concerned,- to create 
an international government.

Three thousand, four hundred 
and fifty years ago someone had the 
misfortune of drowning; he came up 
two times in a desperate attempt to 
Swim to safety, but went down 
again and was lost. Someone saw this 
happen and ran to the nearest house 
and told the people that he saw a 
man go down for the third time and 
all was lost. People have been re- 
peating that story all these many 
years; in fact so many people have 
been telling it that quite a few peo- 
ple really believe that a person who 
goes down three times is lost. 

ere is one rule to remember 
about a drowning person and that is, 
“If the person comes up as many 
times as he goes down, he lives; but 
if he goes down one more time than 
he comes ,up, it’s time to do some- 
thing about it. If you will take ad- 
vantage of the Red Cross life saving 
courses you will know what to do 
about any type of drowning. Really, 
there is no set number of times for 
a person to go down. Ask your city 
lifeguards about ‘some of their expe- 
riences; they will vary from a _ per- 
son going down only once to cases 
where the person would go under 20 
to 30 times before a boat or help 


could reach him. The number of times 


you go down depends upon your own 
strength.

not an insurance‘solicitor. And 
as he intoned the portentous words, 
with the somber mien of an undertaker, 
be looked the patient straight in the eye. 


For that was how he was able to tell; 
that’s where the trouble lay—vright in 
those eyes. 


No, not the kind of trouble an oculist 
treats, since this was no mere talk of 
disability or accident insurance—this 
Was a matter of life insurance! 

For the eye, according to two almost 
simultaneous discoveries, is a meter of 
mortality, and by peering into its depth, 
armed with this new knowledge, the spe- 
cialist can gauge the speed with which 
life is ebbing; so that, barring accident 
and bacterial diseases, he can prognos- 
ticate with amazing accura¢y the years 
ef life still ahead for the individual. 


These discoveries, so revolutionary in 
their implied eventual effect on life, eco- 
nomically, morally and spiritually, are 
not flash-in-the-pan theorisms so labeled 
because of plausibility; they have been 
announced only after years of serious 
study, painstaking experimentation and 
a thorough demonstration of their gen- 
ulneness. 


One discovery followed several years 
of research at the University of Goet- 
tingen, Germany; at the Biological Lab- 
oratory at Cold Spring Harbor, Long 
Island (with the aid ~ ge grant by the 
Rockefeller Foundation), and at Colum- 
bia University—all undertaken by Dr. 
Felix Bernstein, the German savant. 


The other, similar in principle but dif- 


lexed, as all such have been since the 

ginning of reason, by the eternal ques- 
tion of “whence and whither—and 
when?” 

The difference in the two methods is 
this: One uses the lens of the human eye 
as the medium of its deductions while 
the other predicates its findings on the 
condition of the iris. 


The lens, of course, is that crystalline 
substance, bi-convex in shape, which lies 
toward the front of the eyeball, directly 
behind the transparent cornea, the outer- 
most protective shield, and divides the 
aqueous and vitreous chambers of the 
eye. Radiating from the poles of both 
its anterior and posterior surfaces are 
thin demarcations in the form of the let- 
ter Y, which divide the lens into triangu- 
lar sections of lens fibres, like the layers 
of an onion. 


The iris is the color-infusing dia- 
phragm of the eye, the 
center of which is 
pierced to form the 
pupil. It is composed 
of connective tissues 
which carry the blood 
vessels and pigment 
cells, embedded in 
muscle fibre, These 
latter are circular and 
radiate, much like the 
diaphragm blades of 
your focusing camera. 

Arteries connect all 
these and similar deli- 
cate mechanisms of 
the eye with the “pow- 
er line” of the plant, 
the optic nerve, which

tion of the power of refraction,” Dr. 
Bernstein elucidates. “This change be- 
comes apparent in most persons at the 
age of 45 or 50, when the hardening of 
the lens makes unavailable sufficient ac- 
commodation for reading—a condition 
which is called presbyopwu.” 

. Data en 5,000 cases of presbyopia was 
gathered by two students of Dr. Bern- 
stein's classes at Goettingen from the 
university clinies at Goettingen and 
Leipzig, and was supplemented by that 
ef two private oculisis. First tests were 
followed up until the death of the indi- 
viduals, the scientist asserts, and proved 
that presbyopia is co-related with the 
duration of life in such a way that early 
presbyopes die early and late presby- 
opes die late, brainstroke and heart- 
stroke constituting about half of the 
eases. The other half succumbed to 
pneumonia, diabetes, cancer and other 
diseases not at all or only slightly co- 
related. 

This finding laid the foundation of 
the new discovery and was followed 
by detailed and painstaking research 
among the victims of arteriosclerosis.

Its first 
palpable reaction, ence it begins to 
spread perceptibly, however, undoubt- 
edly will be felt by the life insurance 
companies. What protective measures 
they will adopt to avoid literal “runs on 
the bank” as the sands of life ebb in 
many a man’s “hour-giass,” in aceord- 
ance with their “eye-seope,” looms as a 
problem on which may hinge the future 
of these huge corporations, it would 
seem. Probably they will adopt, as seems 
quite feasible, a new “yardstick” of vital 
statistics based on the periods of longev- 
ity of insured individuals as demon- 
strated by comparative figures derived 
from research in the field of “eyescopic” 
mortality; i.e, a tabylation of the life 
expectancies of insured individuals as 
revealed by the new science of ocular 
“divination.”

VEN men in the highest of silk hats 
and women wearing long-handled 
lorgnettes can't afford to look down on 
benighted savages, thinking them “so 
ridiculous” because they make magic to get 
what they want. 
For the fact is, scientists can find magic the 
world over, except— 
Except where? Well, they don’t say “ex- 
cept in American cities, not with all the ap- 
peals to Lady Luck, and pet superstitions and 


believed. Valuable clews to a cave 
man’s thoughts can sometimes be found 
by probing the minds of the most primi- 
tive living races. -After all, some of 
them are still living in the Old Stone 
Age, whatever the calendar says. 

Finding a tribe without magic, and 
a very simple tribe at that, strengthens 
Dr. Cooper's theory that the cave man’s 
famous art may not have been produced 
as savage magic. 
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There's just one community on earth 
where no vestiges of superstition are 
found—and it is neither New York, 


London nor any other great city, but

SE ae A G EIS ae SOS ES SURO Oo Oe EG 
rough with his women folk, and who 
painted excellent animal pictures for the 
silly idea that they would help him kill 
real beasts in the forest. 

Explaining the cave man’s art on this 
uncomplimentary ground is quite cus- 
tomary. The spirited wild horses and 
mammoths painted on cavern walls in 
France and Spain are ordinarily point- 
ed out as the “sympathetic magic” of 
30,000 years ago. It is supposed that 
the cave artist would paint the animal, 


mascots that they can observe on Main Street 
and Broadway. Certainly those are magic, 
say the scientists. 

Trying to force nature to make your wishes 
come true is magic; and there is a feeling of 
awe that seems to be an essential part of magic, 
because it deals with forces that are outside 
the pale of good sound common sense. So, 
choosing a particular, lucky number for your 
autcenobile tag is magic, just the same as the 
charm that the islander mumbles en the cheery 
hope that it will remove an enemy from his 
path. 

If you want to get away from magic, you 
have to get entirely away from civilization. 
Take ship for the Philippine Islands, and ask 
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In the most civilized of modern cities you 
will find cultured people shying away from 
the prospect of walking under a ladder... 
but the Negritos of Luzon wouldn't be 
bothered, for they have no superstitions. 


UPERFICIAL travelers, and their public 
back home, have rather enjoyed shudder- 
ing over the dreadful magic-ridden lives of the 
uncivilized. 
That is why magic has loomed so big and 
important in tales of jungles, woods, and tropic

for the pigmy Negritos up in the mountain 
province of the island of Luzon. These little 
chocolate-brown people are wild and backward, 
Live in houses scarcely bigger than dog tents. 
Fat what they can find hunting and fishing. 
And work no charms to get ahead of nature. 

Dr. John M. Cooper, anthropologist of the 
Catholic University of America, believes this 
pigmy people to be unique. The discovery 
that any human beings alive lect nature alone 
and do not try to get the upper hand by magic 
trickery is surprising to scientists no less than 
laymen. 


: Stee discovery, Dr. Cooper explains, was 
told him by Father Mornce Vanoverbergh, 
scientist and missionary from the Philippines. 
This man had been living 30 years among 
Philippine natives who would jump even if a 
leaf blew down the floor, fearing that it boded 
some evil mystery. From these magic-fearing 
people, he went to visit among the mountain 
pigmies. Knowing that the pigmies were a 
step farther down the scale of civilization, he 
was prepared tc find them conjuring about 
everything. 

But no; a leaf rolling along the floor is just 
a leaf to these little savages, Sickness? Noth- 
ing mysterious about that. You get sick, that 
is all. Ihe whole world to these simple peo- 
ple is as matter-of-fact as that. 

Luck? Fairies? Magic? Their talk and 
their doings hold net a trace of it. 

Thus anthropologists, who study Man with a 
Capital M and impartially compare Philippine 
pigemies with college-bred Americans, are over- 
turning popular notions about magic. Civilized 
men, not to mention their wives and children, 
make magic. Some of the most backward hu- 
mans alive do not. 

The matter-of-fact pigmies may give the 
modern world a clearer glimpse into the long- 
ago world of the Stone Age cave men, it is 


draw a dart through it, or gouge holes 

to represent wounds, and then perhaps 

with a few words of hocus pocus he 
would conjure the picture into reality for the 
next day's hunting. 

So the pictures are accounted for, because 
natives today perform sympathetic magic very 
similar. Hex doctors in America put faith in 
the same sort of magic, using wax images and 
pins, for instance, to imitate the hoped for de- 
struction of an unwanted person. 

But about the cave man’s motives, both in 
love and art, Dr. Cooper has remained very, 
very skeptical. He questions whether magic 
had been invented by our ancestors in cave 
man days. And finding that the simple pig- 
mies have no thought of it is the first good 
evidence that magic is not universal. 


ii cave men wanted to paint the world’s fist 
pictures, they may have been doing noth- 
ing more mysterious than the small boy when 
he idly draws houses, cats, and school teachers 
on the back fence. Art for art’s sake, by this 
view of the past, would be far older than has 
been supposed. 

Cave men may not have begun to play with 
the dangerous fire of magic. But they did 
have science, practical applied science, 30,000 
years ago. 

There is evidence for this, Dr. Cooper 
points out, in the stone tools and hunting 
weapons which they worked on, and improved. 
That was workaday, laboratory sciencg, based 
on observation and reasoning. 

The general view that modern science has 
sprung up out of the roots of magic is not 
shared by this anthropologist. It ts all wrong 
to think of ancient astrology s -weird star lore 
turning into the exact science of astronomy. 
Nor did the trickery of medieval alchemists 
presently sober: down into modern chemistry. 

On the contrary, science began as science,

says Dr. Cooper. The 
simplest savages had 
some knowledge of sci- 
ence, and have it today. 
Magic simply chiseled 
in, became a parasitic growth on real. scientific 
knowledge. 

The civilized world, with its superiority com- 
plex, has never given savages credit for their 
scientific knowledge. But anthropologists who 


get to know them report that primitive men and’ 


women possess some working knowledge of ev- 
ery major science, from botany to zoology. 

Not all of primitive science is valid, of 
course. The jungle anatomist makes mistakes, 
and gets wrong ideas. But not all the science 
of the most complex modern laboratories 1s 
valid, aither, so far as that goes. 

To show what the so-called savages achieve 
in science, Dr. Cooper cites the case of a Zulu 
girl in South Africa who brought in botanical 
specimens to a visiting white botanist. This 
girl, about 15 years old, collected nearly 900 
specimens of plants and she knew the names 
and uses of practically all of them. And there 
was no magic about this, no awe, or mysterious 
properties of plants. Just matter-of-fact ob- 
servation. 

An Indian of the Hudson Bay region ex- 
plained to Dr. Cooper in considerable detail 
how the caribou’s four stomachs are used. He 
described the processes of digestion in this rath- 
er intricate animal, and Dr. Cooper remem- 
bered and looked it up when he returned home.

‘Primitive man magic-ridden?” says Dr. 
Cooper with a thoughtful smile. “I am not 
so sure of that, so far as very primitive man 
goes. 

“Travelers and explorers tend to emphasize 
the stupidities and superficialities of savage 
life,” he explains. “It is these stupidities and 
superstitions that have usually most news value. 
But in reality these things are a small part of 
thought or activity in a primitive camp or vil- 
lage. In their affairs of hunting, eating, car- 
ing for the children and their homes, the savages 
are apt to be as matter-of-fact as Main Street 
itself, and, more commonly than not, show con- 
siderably more intelligence than is shown on 
that much-advertised thoroughfare.” 

Magic is just about as important in a mod- 
ern city as in a savage community, Dr. Cooper 
finds from living with neighbors of both kinds, 
primitive and civilized. 

The town grocer or banker will tell you he 
does not really put any faith in superstitions. 
But he will, perhaps, smilingly admit carrying 
a lucky piece in his pocket—had it for years, 
he will say. 

“Oh, just a joke,” says the civilized man, 
laughing heartily, if such attitudes are men- 
tioned. 

Well, says the anthropologist, primitive men 
are just joking about their superstitions, too, 
many a time when they tell foreigners about 
them. Many observers have made the error 
of writing down humor under the sober head- 
ing “native beliefs." The joke seems to have 
been on the civilized investigators, not on the 
simple savages whe are supposed to believe 
such ridiculous things.

there ig a rule which says 

that any penalty double should 
be based on the expectancy of set- 
ting the opponents at least two 
tricks. This rule is a very fine one 
but it can often be disregarded. 
There are doubles and doubles. 

One type of double is made 
solely because it is probable that 
the opponents cannot make their 
contract and the doubler wishes 
to increase the value of his under- 
trick penalties. This type of dou- 
ble should be based upon the 
Two-Trick Rule. 

The other types of penalty dou- 
ble is used as a preliminary sig- 
nal in the play. It is principal- 
ly designee to call an opening 
lead. Often such a double is 
made when it is highly unlikely 
that the opponents can be set 
more than one trick and when 
there is less than even chance 
that they will be set at all. At 
such times the double is a pure 
gamble. It is based upon the be- 
lief that with a certain opening 
lead the contract may be Set 
whereas, without that opening 
lead there would not be a chance. 
So let the opponents gain one 
or two hundred points if they 
make their bid; the doubler, if 
his double provides a means of 
defeating them, will gain five 
to seven hundred points..- 

This lead-directing double is 
used principally when the final 
contract ig three no-trump or 
when it is a slam.

West opened his fourth high- 
est diamond and East’s ace drop- 
ped the king. On a low diamond 
return South ruffed. South’s next 
lead was a low heart on which 
West put up the queen. Now the 
four of spades was led and South 
won in his own hand. When South 
now led the ace of hearts and 
both opponents followed, it seem- 
ed that the hand depended en- 
tirely upon the success of the 
club finesse, so South erroneously 
reasoned that West's trump, be- 
ing high, would win a trick at 
any time and he need bother 
about it no longer. 


To save time South led to dum- 
my’s spade ace in order to finesse 
in clubs and find out immediate- 
ly what the result of the hand 
would be. South's effort to save 
time lost him his game, even 
though the club king was in fav- 
orable position for the finesse to 
succeed. The first club lead was 
the queen, which held the trick, 
The second club lead was the jack, 
and East again played low. South 
also played a low card, but at this 
point the error in his play was 
made apparent. West, having no 
club left, ruffed with the king of 
hearts. 


He then laid down a high 
spade and when South ruffed in 
his own hand he had no entry 
to dummy and could not take an- 
other club finesse. After running 
his remaining trumps, South had 
to lead the ace and a low club, 
conceding the latter to East's 
king. 

Had South earlier in the play 
simply tossed out a low heart and 
let West take his king before 
going to dummy to tackle his 
clubs, the contract would have 
been made, for there would have 
been no way for West to stop 
the repeated finesse in the club

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WHEN JUSTICE TRIUMPHED: 


Brutal Murder Solved After 
Seven Years and Mother 
And Son Die on Gallows 


By PETER LEVINS. 


F YOU are one o those opti- 
] mists who belheve that “mur- 

der will out,’ that time solves 
all mysteries, including the Hall- 
Mills murders, the Elwell case, 
the William Desmond Taylor rid- 
dle, etc., etc., not to mention what 
happened to Dorothy Arnold and 
Judge Joseph Force Crater—then 
here is a case you can really 
crow about. When backed into a 
corner and at a loss for actual 
instances, you can always say 
“Well, at ‘east there was the 
Hitchens murder down in Dela- 
ware.” 

It was on November 9, 1927, that 
the body of Robert R. Hitchens, 
§5-vear-old bachelor, was found 
in the sitting room of his home 
at Omar, Del., 17 miles south of 
Georgetown. News of the trag- 
edy was communicated to author- 
ities by the dead man’s nephew, 
Howard Carey, 20, who lived 
across the yard with his widowed 
mother and two young brothers. 
Howard had gone to look for his 
uncle for the excellent reason 
that no one had seen Hitchens 
for two days. 

Hitchens, a garage mechanic 
and carpenter, had last been seen 
on the evening of Novemeber 7. 
He had visited the general store, 
bought a loaf of bread, chatted 
for a while with neighbors, then 
started for his home. Howard told 
the officers that his mother, Mrs. 
May Carey, began to wonder 
what had happened to her brother 
after she noticed that for two 
days he had failed to feed his 
chickens or his horse. 

“He's been murdered,” 
Howard. “He's all cut up. 


said 


Victim Apparently 
Battled for His Life. 


State and county officers has- 
tened to the frame dwelling, where 
Hitchens had lived alone for years. 
They found the hacked body hud- 
died in the corner of the sitting 
room. The walls and floor were 
spattered with blood stains. There 
were glasses and a bottle of liquor 
on a near-by table. All the evi- 
dence indicated that Hitchens had 
waged a fierce battle in his ef- 
forts to save his life. 

There were bloody thumbprints 
and finger prints on the windows, 
the window shade had been pulled 
down and there was a smear of 
blood where the killer had grasped 
it. Stains were also found on the 
second story window that opened 
onto the roof. Even on the mail 
box in front of the house thev 
found bloody fingerprints. Had 
the killer or killers been looking 
for important papers coming in 
the mail to Hitchens’ 

The county medical officer 
counted 16 wounds on the head, 
face and body. There was a deep 
gash over the right eve and two 
severe gashes on the head. Police 
at first decided that Hitchens 
had been killed with a hatchet, 
later thev believed that the deafh 
weapon had been a fodder knife. 
The weapon could not be found 
on the premises. 

As for a motive. the investi- 
gators were completely at a loss. 
Nothing appeared to be missing 
from the house, so thev ruled out 
robbery. Moreover, when they 
searched the dead mans cloth- 
ing—badlv torn during the strug- 
gle—they found $6.21. 

Could it have been a crime of 
passion? Bul the man had no 
enemies, so far as the police 
could discover. He was well liked 
in the community. Son of a sea- 
man. the late Captain Jacob 
Hitchens, he had once been in the 
Coast Guard, then taken up car- 
pentry. “He had never married, 
and there'was no evidence of anv 
woman in life As for his 
worldly estate. that was indeed 
moxiest he had $1.000 to his cred- 
ft in the bank, and he carried an 
Insurance of $2.000 which 
his two sisters would receive.

On the night of Wednesday, 
December 5, 1934, Mr. and Mrs. 
Irving Powell returned to their 
home between Dagsboro and 
Ocean View, Del. While Powell 
drove the car into the garage 
Mrs. Powell entered the house to 
turn on the lights. She had just 
erftered when Lawrence Carey 
dashed down from the second 
floor and seized a shotgun he had 
left on the couch. 

Mrs. Powell, fleeing the house 
in fright, was. pulling the door 
shut when the shotgun went off. 
Some of the pellets pierced her 
handbag and several struck her 
in the hand. 

Then Carey ran out and van- 
ished in the dark.

But the woman had recognized 
him. The next day he was found 
hiding in a chicken house near his 
home. He was arrested by State 
Detective Otto Donoway. Lieuten- 
ant Powell and Privates etaawawa 
Hickman and Pusey, of the state 
police, and locked up charged 
with breaking and entering. 

The officers told Lawrence. 
now 21 years old, that he was in 
a bad spot. Presently, in the hope 
of saving his own skin, the youth 
began talking about certain events 
in his household before the death 
of his uncle seven years before. 

It developed that after the death 
of May Carey's mother in 1926 
she had differences with her 
brother over the division of the 
little property the mother had 
left. The quarrels had increased 
in bitterness, and culminated in 
the woman's decision to do away 
with her brother, 

Her chief motive, it appeared, 
had been the $2,000 life insurance 
policy. It had originally been made 
out to Hitchens’ mother and after 
she died May and another sister 
automatically became the bene- 
ficiaries of his estate. 


Lawrence said he had not wit- 


nessed the murder but that he 
had heard his mother discussing 
it with Howard and James for sev- 
eral months. She had promised 
to buy Howard a new car out of 
the proceeds. 

He said that on the evening of 
the crime his mother sent him to 
the general store to see if his un- 
cle had left for home. Hitchens 
made a habit of sitting arcund 
chatting at the store with his cro- 
nies before retiring. Mrs. Carey 
told the bov to buy yeast powder 
to conceal the real reason for his 
visit. 

He said that he went to the 
Store and saw that his uncle was 
still there. He so reported to his 
mother. Later, he continued, his 
mother and two brothers left the 
house, carrying a_three-pound 
sledge hammer. an oak cudgel, 
and a revolver. Lawrence told the 
officers that he remained in the 
house while they lay in wait for 
Hitchens, and that he was still 
in the house when thev returned, 
all bloody from their slaughter. 

The three suspects were arrest- 
ed at once. 

2 

James Carey confessed on Fri- 
day, Decemer 7. Howard, now mar- 
ried and father of three young 
children, continued to insist that 
he knew nothing of the murder. 
Mrs. Carey, a bony littl woman, 
finally said that she would make a 
Statemént, but only in the pres- 
ence of her sons. The prisoners 
were then removed to the court- 
house in Georgetown, the county 
Sseat..Mrs. Carey and Howard both 
confessed on Saturday, their sto- 
ries glosely following and filling 
in the gaps in Lawrence's account. 

Mrs. Carey admitted wielding 
the sledge hammer and Howard 
the club. James also participated. 
When Hitchens fell to the floor 
unconscious, Howard was the one 
who dispatched him with a bullet 
in the brain. 

They had poured liquor on the 
body. and placed the bottle and 
glasses on the table. In order to 
mislead the investigators. They 
hoped the police would conclude 
that Hitchens had been killed re- 
sisting a burglar. Mrs. Carey in- 
Sisted that she had lived in dread 
of her brother, that he had fre- 
quentiv threatened to kill her. 

Arraigned before Magistrate 
William J. Mustard, the mother, 
Howard and James were each 
committed to jail without bail to 
await the convening of the grand 
jury. and Lawrence was held in 
$5.000 bail as a material witness. 

The police now announced that 
they had felt confident all along 
that the Carevs had been mixed 
up in the murder, but that the 
evidence had never been suffi- 
cient. Had the killers been tried. 
without a confession or series of 
confessions, the verdict would 
surely have been not guilty, said 
the authorities. 

At the trial in April young 
Lawrence, now held on a charge 
of shooting at Mrs. Powell, was 
the star witness for the state 
The prosecution asserted the 
mother and two sons lay in walt 
for Hitchens in his home and that 
they felled him as soon as he 
opened the door. Mrs. Carey 
handed the revolver to Howard, 
said the state, and ordered the 
shooting. 

Then, returning home. thev had 
burned the clothing thev wore. 
and the club they had used, and 
had concealed the gun in the 
stump of a tree a mile away 

When Mrs. Carey took tie 


stand, she said she had partici- 
pated in the slaying because her 
brother had been mean to her. 
She assumed responsibility for 
the killing, insisting that How- 
ard and James had both fought 
against doing away,,.with their 
uncle. She said she told Howard 
to shoot, and admitted she struck 
Hitchens with the heavy hammer. 

Frederick Whitney, her attor- 
ney, read from her statement to 
the police after her arrest: 

“I drove the children to do it. 
Tt was all my fault. You.can put 
me in the electric chair or hang 
me or do what you please. They 
killed him bet they would not 
have done it if I hadn’t made 
them do it.” 


Jury Finds Defendants 


Guilty ; Recommends Mercy 


Howard, testifying in his own 
behalf, did not dispute his moth- 
er on this point. He said she had 
been responsible, said that he had 
protested but that she had insist- 
ed that Hitchens’ insurance money 
would buy food and clothes for 
them. He asserted that she had 
even ordered James to carry a 
shotgun_to Hitchens’ place and to 
shoot down ‘Howard if he tried to 
back out. 

, The jury debated the case—or 
rather the punishment — from 
8:50 p. m. until 11:40 p. m., April 


“8. and then returned verdicts of 


guilty with recommendations of 


mercy. Chief Justice Daniel J. 
Layton ignored the jury's plea, 

called the murder “the mest vic- 
jous in the criminal annals of the 
state,” sentenced James Carey to 
life imprisonment, and ordered the 
mother and Howard to be hanged 
on Friday, June 7, between the 
hours of 5 a. m. and 2 p. m. 


Before the death sentence was 
pronounced, the court asked Mrs, 
Carey if she had anything to Say. 
She replied harshly, “call on the 
warden—he'll tell you something.” 
But Warden Hugh J. Smith of the 
county jail quietly informed Jus- 
tice Layton that he knew nothing 
about the case. Mrs. Carey re- 
mained silent until the formal 
declaration of the sentence, then 
she went to her chair screaming 
hysterically. 

James heaved a sigh of relief 
when the court finished pronounc- 
ing sentence. 

The State Board of Pardons 
turned down the defense petition 


for clemency on May 22. Gover- 


nor Douglas Buck stated he would 
not interfere with the course of. 
justice. Sussex county began to 
get ready for the first mother- 
and-son execution in criminal 
history. 

The gallows was transported 
from the New. Castle County 
Workhouse. It was set up in a 
wire enclosure of the county jail 
where the prisoners take their ex- 
ercise. A high board fence had 
been built around it so that only 


those who entered the g¢nclosure 
would be able to witness the ex- 
ecutions. Two pieces of rope, each 
43 feet long and costing $2.13, 
were purchased from.a New York

Spent Last Night 
Making Gift for Wife. 


On the evening of Jus® 6, May 
Carey and her doomed son were 
served turkey dinners. Later on 
ice cream was brought to them, 
Mrs. Carey slept a short while, 
but Howard remained awake all 
night, finishing a last gift for his 
wife, Myra—a necklace made of 


shiny new coins, all bearing the 


date “1934.” The necklace con- 
sisted of four nickles, five dimes, 
and 30 pennies. 


After midnight state police vir- 
tually closed all roads leading to 
the execution site. No newspaper 
representatives were admitted. By 
daybreak cameramen from vari- 
ous news-reel companies appeared 
but the soup-like fog foiled them. 
Only persons with permits to see 
the hangings got inside the en- 
closure. 


We conclude this account with 
the operfing paragraphs of the 
story which appeared Friday, June 
7, in the Sussex Countian, of 
Georgetown, Del.: 

“At 5:07 this morning, Mrs May 
Carey paid the supreme penalty 
for the murder of her brother, 
Robert Hitchens, at Omar, seven 


years ago. Thirty-four minutes 
later her eldest son, Howard J., 
was hanged for the same crime. A 
second son, James, is serving a 
term of life imprisonment in the 
New Castle County Workhouse 
for his part in the murder. 


“Probably for the first time in 
the annals of crime, a mother and 
son were hanged together; for 
the first time in history of Dela- 
ware a white woman went to her 
death on the gallows, 

“Mrs. Carey, without any as- 
sistance, walked from her cell at 
5:02, atcompanied by both Rev, 
Richard K. White, of Georgetown 
and Rev. J. C. Bolton, of Frank- 
ford. She still remained calm and 
composed. She walked up 13 steps 
to the scaffold without any help. 

“Mrs. Carey was a pitiful fig- 
ure. The worry and ordeal she had 
faced since she and her two sons 
were arrested last December 7, had 
taken their toll. She weighed less 
than 100 pounds. Her pallid face 
was scrawny, and her hair was 
streaked with gray, her expres- 
sion was one of utter dejection. 

“Mrs. Carey walked upon the 
gallows wearing a black dress 
with a piece of white material 
inserted around the neck. Howard 
wore a dark blue suit, white shirt 
with soft collar attached. 


‘The Way Is Clear; 
I Have Nothing to Say.’ 
“She took her place under the 


rope and said distinctly, so that 
all could hear: ‘The way is clear, 
I have nothing to say.’ 

“During the execution, prayer 
was first offered by Rev. Bolton 
and then by Rev. White. 

“At 5:07 the trap was sprung 
and her body fell. At 5:24 she was 
pronounced dead by the official 
doctors, Dr. A. C. Smoot, of this 
town, and Dr. G. V. Wood, of 
Millsboro. 

“At 5:31 Howard Carey walk- 
ed from his cell, accompanied 
by both ministers. He, too, 
climbed that stairs alone, but it 
was evident that he was nervous. 
Facing the witnesses, in a broken 
voice he made the following state- 
ment: 

“*‘What I did was against my 
will. I feel sure that any one in 
my place would have done the 
same. I hope to see my little ones 
on the other side.” A short pray- 
er was made by Howard at this 
time. He was pronounced dead by 
the doctors at exactly 6:00. 

“Clinton H. Watson, of Franke 
ford, prepared the bodies for bur- 
ial as soon as they were cut down. 

“The floor of the platform of 
the scaffold contained a trapdoor 
held shut by a bolt to which was 
was attached a 40-foot rope. The 
rope led to a windowless enclosure 
where the executioner stood. 

“Because of the fine work of all 
the officials the whole procedure 
went off with clocklike precision.”
